A White boy of 11 has won the right to have his 
family rehoused following a campaign of anti- 
white racial hatred. 

Little Simon Bradford and his family have 
suffered four years of unrelenting racial hatred at 
the hands of their neighbours. 

Their appeal to Tower Hamlets council to be 
rehoused because of the race-hate campaign was 
turned down, despite the council’s normally 
quick response time when dealing with non- 
white council tenants in a similar situation. In 
fact, normally the council would have mounted 
a big effort to evict the perpetrators of this kind 
of activity. They didn’t however because Simon 
and his family don’t count — they are only white. 

Simon had been attacked with a cricket bat, 
knocked off his bike, and been 
subjected to racial taunts and name 
calling. 

Simon’s crippled mother has had 
the tyres of her motability car slashed 
18 times, been beaten up twice, 
sexually assaulted and had her 
wedding ring stolen. 

Excrement has been pushed through 
the family’s front door, their flat was 
the subject of an attempted arson and 
on one occasion the family came 
home to find ‘white trash’ daubed on 
their front door. 

In a High Court judgement, Mr. 
Justice Kay ruled that Tower Hamlets 
Council had acted unlawfully in failing 
to assess Simon’s needs under the

These seem like good times for 
political outsiders. In Austria last 
weekend, Jörg Haider’s Freedom 
Party took a record 28 per cent of the 
vote on an anti-establishment, anti- 
Europe, anti-immigrant platform. At 
the same time in New Zealand, 
Winston Peter’s New Zealand First 
Party came from nowhere to take 13 
per cent of the votes and now holds 
the balance of power after the 
country’s _ first----proportional 
representation election of modern 
times. There have always been anti- 
establishment political parties, 
especially in the United States, but 
the 1990s have been a boom period. 
In widely different parts of the globe, 
populist campaigners such as Silvio 
Berlusconi, Ross Perot and Vladimir 
Zhirinovsky have rocked and in some 
cases toppled the status quo. Few 
political cultures have been unscathed 
and none can be confident that they 
will escape in the future. 

All the pre-conditions exist, in other 
words, for an effective populist assault 
on British political life. Yet, so far at 
least, it has not taken place. The only 
even briefly successful new party of 
modern times, the SDP, lasted for 
less than a decade. A succession of 
minor parties, ranging from the rich 
(the Natural Law Party and the

On the 
surface, it appears to fit the bill for the 
long-awaited British populist party — 
well-financed, anti-establishment and 
nationalistic. It even has a programme 
consisting exclusively ofa single populist 
demand — the holding of a referendum. 
And yet the striking thing about the 
Goldsmith Party is not its popular 
success but its lack of it. It remains a 
party of the élite, in this case the self- 
appointed élite of Sir James, his rich 
friends and a few media acolytes. It has 
no roots whatever in the soil where a 
populist movement ought to be strongest 
— among the poor, the young, or those 
who live outside the dominant culture of 
the south of England. The Referendum 
Party’s conference in Brighton this 
weekend is little more than a publicity 
stunt, and its electoral failure is 
absolutely predictable. Yet does this

Richard Lynn, emeritus professor of 
psychology at the University of Ulster 
has just had his book Dysgenics:

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ANTI-WHITE RACISM AT FORDS 


Fords Motor Company is still in 
trouble at its Dagenham plant with 
the Transport and General Workers 
Union (TGWU) over a race row. 

Black and Asian staff claim racism 
because the truck fleet is nearly all- 
white. Fords have agreed to pay off 
the complainants with several 
thousand pounds each. But absolutely 
nothing has been said about the 
anti-white racism which exists and 
which was hushed up by the entire 
national media. | 

Last summer, the tribunal was told 


that one Ford driving assessor said: | 
“It’s not my fault if Pakis can’t drive.. 


We are too concerned with Pakis and 
blacks in this company. It’s all a lot of 
bollocks.” 

The climb-down and payout by 
Fords isn’t enough for Bill Morris, 
the black boss of the TGWU, who 
wants more non-whites hired onto 
the truck fleet. 

The 300 Dagenham drivers 
retaliated by voting to leave the 
TGWU and join the United Road 
Transport Union (URTU). These 
300 workers have it in their power 
to stop all Ford production at any 
time and so occupy a strong 
position. 

Bill Morris promptly accused 
the URTU of “compromising 
with racism,” but the head of 
URTU retorted that he was taking 
“no lectures from Johnny-come- 
_latelies.” (It is not known if this 
was a reference to Bill Morris’ 
immigration status). 

Ford are keeping out of the 
dispute because they do not want 


to antagonise either union which might 
bring their factories to a stop. 

One of the interesting statistics 
which kept being bandied around is 
that 45 per cent of Ford shop floor 
workers are from ethnic minorities, 
yet only 2 per cent of the truck fleet 
is non-white, hence the action by the 
TGWU by going to the tribunal. 

Yet in focussing on the 2 per cent 
of non-whites in the truck section, the 
blatant discrimination on the shop 
floor — in favour of ethnic minorities 
— that is the anti-white discrimination 


which exists at Fords was completely. 


hushed up. 

Ford is generally known as a good 
employer which treats its staff well 
and pays above the average. Ford 
jobs are consequently much sought 
after, yet ethnic minorities account 
for 45 per cent of the jobs! How is 
this? Ethnic minorities are not 45 per 
cent of the population, nor are they 
45 per cent of London or even of East
